To the School Board and Citizens of Shelburne: 


Your school this year has enrolled 31 pupils with the same 
teacher in charge as for the previous year. The work of the school 
has been satisfactory and the pupils have shown by tests and 
examination that they are progressing at a rate commensurate 
with their ability and grade. 

Last June, four pupils were graduated from the Eighth Grade 
and all four entered High School in September. 


At the present time some real constructive work in Health 
Supervision of the pupils.is being accomplished by the holding of 
a dental clinic under the Supervision of a school nurse. It would 
be well if work of this kind could be continued each year. 

During the last complete school year, your superintendent 
made 25 visits of inspection and supervision and the work of the 
different grades were supervised and checked up with the teacher.
